Sr. Pact, Mion., April 94, 1963. 

The condemned Sioux who hare been im- 
‘prisoped at Mankato since last fill, passed 
here to-day on the steamer Fayorite, bound 
for Davenport. The whole affair was conduct- 
ed with great secrecy to prevent trouble with 
citizens. They were embarked during the 
night of the 2ist. The citizens of Mankato 
awoke to find the prisoners gone. 

Forty-eight prisoners, not condemaed, were 
left at Ft. Snelling. Two hundred and ecventy- 
seven Indians and twenty-four squaws, who 
go as cooks, went down the river. The or- 
ders for their removal were sent from Wash- 
ington a month ago, but eo well kept secret as 
to surprise all not engaged in it. The Favor- 
ite was instructed to land only for wood. She 
did not stop here, and but few knew of the 
movement until she passed. 

These Indians will be tarned over to the

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Three quarters of an hour passed; people 
heard nothing, save thelr owa sa 
breatbings; saw , Seve a lo low 
bank of darkness, which, like a b fog 
walled the view below, joined the sky and 
river In the direction of Vicksbarg.

THE SITUATION AT VICKSBURG. 
Late and direct advices from Gen. Grant's 
commend modify con-iderably the expeeta- 
ticnms based oponm the tenor of recent dis- 
patches, that the ectual attack oa Vicksburg 
Was about to commence from the new base at 
Carthage, striking at the rebels from the 
south and rear by the Black River. Indeed it 
has been sta‘'ed, on what was deemed the best 
authority, that Gen. Grant had gone down to 
Carthage, and that a day of last week had 
been fixed for the sharp snd decisive move 
ment which was this time to be a success, 
All this aspect of affairs seems to have been 
premature and fictitious. Gen. Grant did in- 
deed go down to Carthage, but he has re 
turned again to Milliken’s Bend, twenty-eight 
miles above Vicksbarg, where his headqvuar- 
ters are retained, and are likely to remain for 
sometime to come, There is to be no direct 
movement against Vicksburg at present, if, 
indeed, it is ever taken in such manner. 
What has been done is in the direction of 


re-opening of the Mississippi River, and cut- 


fleet of Admiral Porter, 
ports carrying troops, and a lerge namber 
barges with army stores, coal, &¢c., has been 
run by the Vicksburg batteries to the new 
post at Carthage, Louisiana, twenty-nine miles 
below Vicksburg. The latest of these gal- 
lant achicvements is well described in detail 
by our correspondent, in another part of this 
issue. Thus, the Federal forge between 
Vicksburg and Port Hudson is strengthened 
beyond danger of being overpowered by the 
rebels, and their main source of supplies from 
the Southwest, through the Red River, is com- 
pletely cut off.
